Church: We have been ſenfibly afflicted at all 
the Troubles which the Conſtitution UVaigenitus 
has excited in the Church, and principally in our 
own Dioceſe. No body is ignorant, that as ſoon 
as this Conſtitution appear'd, the Faithful were 
under Conſternation at a Cenſure, which appear d 
to them to condemn many Truths of Religion, 


and the ordinary Language of Piety: Thar the 


New Converts were ſeandaliz'd at a Condemna- 
tion, that reviv'd their Ancient Prejudices againſt 
the Faith of the Raman Church, which they had 
,endeavour'd to obliterate, ſince they had return d 
to the Pale thereof: That the Magiſtrates having 
been alarm d at the Conſequences which might 
be drawn from the Bull againſt the Laws of the 
State, the Safety of the Sacred Perſons of Kings, 
 the'Privileges of the ſeveral Faculties, the Rights 
of Epiſcopacy, and the Liberties of the Gallicun 
Church ; thought themſelves oblig'd to prevent the 
Dangers of the ſame, by Modifications e- 
qually Prudent and Neceſſary : That a great Num- 
ber of Paſtors full of Zeal and Knowledge, many 
Divines diftinguiſh'd by their Learning and their 
Adherence to fund: Doctrine and alſo divers 
Prelates, had from the firſt Moment foreſeen all 
the ill Uſes that wou d be made of the Conſtitu- 
tion: whether it were to attack ſome evident 
'DoQtrines and important Rules of Morality and 


Diſcipline, or to trouble the Peace and Liberty of 


the Schools; and the Event has but too well juſti- 
yd, that their Fears and Diſquiets were not 
wholly groundleſs. N "yt Oi

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In effect, we have Proofs from publick Theſes 
and Printed Books, that the Defenders of looſe 
Morality do openly make Uſe of the Cenſure of 
the 101 Propoſitions} to erect their New Opt- 
nions concerning Grace into a Doctrine of Faith: 
as if our Holy Father, Pope Cement XI. had pro- 
{crib'd the Doctrine of St. Auguſtine and St. Tho- 
mas, ſo ſolemnly: approv'd by many of his Pre- 
deceſſors, and even by himſelf; and that they are 
not afraid to aſſure, that the Church of Rome Au- 
thorizes the Errors and looſe Notions which ſhe 
has often condemn'd', and which tis very certain 
ſhe 'will never approve.

The Hereticks, animated by this Example, and 
always upon the Watch to profit by the Occaſions 
of inſulting the Holy See, publiſh in divers Writings; 
That the Church has vary d in the moſt eſſential 
Doctrines; That Cement XI. has condemn'd the 
Doctrine which the ancient Popes had autho- 


riz d about Grace; and that the late Conſtitution 


overturns the fundamental Truths of Chriſtian 
Morals : Inſomuch, that this Cenſure is become 
one of the ſtrongeſt Arguments to deſtroy the 
Authority of that Tradition which we oppoſe to 
their Errors, and to confirm thoſe. in their Schiſm, 
who, by the Misfortune of their Birth are en- 
gag d in the fame.

Upon the Conſideration of ſo many Complaints

Finally, Though we were equally convinced 


with our Brethren, of the good Intentions of his 


Holineſs, yet it appear'd neceſſary to us, and at 
the ſame time the ſafeſt for our ſelves, the moſt 
reſpectful for the Holy See, and the moſt advan- 
tageous for the Church, to addreſs our ſelves to 
the very Author of the Conſtitution, to ſet be- 
fore him the Difficulties that were propos'd to 
us every Day, to beg of him to declare Him- 
ſelf the true Meaning of his Bull, to teach all 
the Faithful how to diſtingiſn thoſe Truths whith 
muſt be held inviolable, from ſuch Errors as are 
to be rejected; to preſerve. to us by this Means, 
the Depoſaum of the Chriſtian Doctrine in its 
Purity; to appeaſe all Troubles; to quiet diſturb'd 


Conſciences, and to maintain the Tranquility of 


the Church, together with the Liberty of the

Me have never ceas d, for more than the Space 
of Three Years, to make uſe of all the Means 
that were in our Power to engage our Holy. Fa- 
ther the Pope, to give thoſe Explications, which 
every Day become more and more neceſſary. In 
the View of facilitating the Succeſs of a Re- 
medy, whereof we all of us know the Advan- 
tages, we have our ſelves dramn up a Plan ef 
Explications upon all thoſe Matters which ate 
the Subject of the Conſtitution; in Which we 
have apply d our ſelves to diſtinguiſh exactly the

known Merit and Virtue, and with many learned 
Divines of all the Schools, wwe have preſented 
this Work to his Holineſs; conjuring him at the 
fame. time, to be pleas'd hi to explain his 
Conſtitution, or to confirm, by his Apoſtolick Au- 
thority, the Explications which we had made; 
in order by this Means to render the Truth 
ſecure, and give 0 che whole: LCs: ſolid and 

a durable Peace. 

Zut altho' this Pioodeding 25 nm to wha 
has been practis d by the Holieſt Biſhops of An- 
tiquity, ud to what has been even preſcrib d by 
the greateſt Popes, who; whenever any Doubts on 
Difficulties arife on: Occaſion of their Decrees, re- 
commend ſuſpending the Execution of them, till 
they themſelves ſhall explain them; and altho ſo rea- 
ſonable a Requeſt was ſupported: by the Protection 
of the Prince, who rnd og Wh ſo much Ca- 
pacity and Penetration, and who lends all his Ap- 
plication to the finding out of Means for re- 
eſtabliſhing Peace in the Chuch; yet hitherto 
our Inſtances have been without Succeſs. Inſtead 
of the Explications which were: requir'd by the 
Neceſſities of the Church, we have ſeen Decrees 
of the Inquiſition, by which ſeveral Mandates 
of the Biſhops of France have been *diſhonout'd 
im a manner very injurious to Epiſcopacy: We 
have, ſeen divers Briefs, wherein it 18 eclar d, 
That the Conſtitution is ſo clear of it ſelf, as to

All theſe Steps of the Romas Court having been 
look d upon, as a Condemnation of the different 
Explications of the Conſtitution that the Biſhops;

Molina on the other, conclude from it, That 
it was the Pope s Intention to condemn the Hun: 
dred and One Propoſitions in their proper and! 
natural Senſe; as it preſents it ſel immediately to 
the: Underſtanding: And all: the Divines. being 
agreed in this Principle, infer from it alike, tho 
by very different Methods, 'T hat ſeveral Docttrines, 
and Rules, both of Morality and Diſcipline, have 
been proſcrib d by the Bull.

ferences that muſt be acknowlelg'd between the 
Old Teſtament and the New. 


Such are the Conſequences that are drawn from 
the Cenſure of the Propoſitions which concern 
the Two Covenants, and from the Condemnati- 
on of this Propoſition in particular; What other 
Thing can any one be, but Darkneſs, Diſtraction, 
and Sin, without the Light of Faith, without Je- 
Jus Chriſt, and without Charity? Of which Propo- 
ſition the Condemnation is ſo much the more 
ſurprizing, as it ſeems to contain no other Thing 
than what Jeſus Chriſt ſays of himſelf, who is 
the Light, the Way, the Truth, and the Life : 
And alſo the Idea which St. Paul gives to the 
Gentiles of their Condition before they were en- 
lighten'd by Faith, and had belong d to Jeſus 
Chriſt; namely, that they were dead in Sin, that 
they were Darkneſs, ' and that they are become 
Light unto the Lord. 16... ELIE 


Uſe is likewiſe made of the Condemnation 
of the Tenth, Twelfth, and Thirteenth Propo- 
fitions, to attack the Doctrine of the Omni- 
potence of God's Will over the Heart of Men, 
to which no human Will can reſiſt, nor does 
ſo ; tho' it may ever reſiſt the Operation of the 
ſtrongeſt and moſt powerful Grace. This Do- 
Arine, ſo often expreſsd in the Scriptures, con- 
firm'd by the conſtant Tradition of the Eaſtern 
and Weſtern Churches, and which St. Auguſtin 
ſays cannot be deny d without overthrowing 
the Firſt Article of the Creed, ſeems to be de- 
clared without Alteration in the Twelfth Pro- 
poſition, When God wills the Salvation of a Soul, 


| the undoubted Effet follows upon the Will of 
EEE 0 God,

God, in all Times, and in all Places: And this 


Propoſition ſeemed to be ſo much the more 
guarded againſt all Cenſure, as it is expreſly 


drawn Word fer Word, from St. Proſper, ac- 


cording to the Tranſlation made in French Verſe 
ot the Latin Poem of this Doctor, which is 


cited under his Name in the very Place of this 


Book, whence the Propoſition is drawn. 


The Thirty Second Propoſition. Jus Chr: 
Surrender d himſelf up unto Death, to delrver the 
Fir ſt-born by his Blood, that is 10 ſay, tbe Elef, 
from the Hand of the deſiroying Angel. The Cenſure 
of this Propofition is likewiſe one of the chief Ob- 
jets of the Complaints of a great Number of Di- 
vines, who maintain that it contains in its pro- 
per and natural Senſe, the Doctrine of the ſpe- 
cial Will of Jeſus Chriſt for the eternal Salvation 
of the Elect, ſo expreſly taught in the Scriptures, 
in all Tradition, and in the — of 
Councils. 

The Defenders of the new Syſtems concern- 
ing Grace, ground themſelves upon the Cen- 


ſure of many Propoſitions, to reject, as errone- 


ous, this ſtrong and victorious Grace which we 
are taught by Faith; and to attack in a particu- 
lar Manner the Sentiments of St. Auguſtin and 
St. Thomas, ſupported by a great Number of Di- 
vines, that this Grace is efficacious of it ſelf, 

and that it is neceſſary to all Works of Piety. 
But we cannot conceal how much the Ears 
of Chriſtians are offended, to ſee condemn'd in 
many Propoſitions, a Cuſtom conſecrated by the 
Holy Ghoſt, in Tradition, and the ordinary Lan- 
guage of Piety, according to which, the Compa- 
riſons drawn from the Power which God has 
| mant-

maniſeſted in the Creation, in the Reſurtection 


in the miraculous Cure of the Sick, 
in the Myttery of the Incarnation, are often 
uſe of, to expreſs the Gratuĩty of our Pre- 
deſtination, the Force and Almighty Power of 

Grace over the Heart of Man. 
The Cenfure of ſeveral Propofitions concerning 
Faith creates as great Difficulries, and is expoſs d 
to no leſs 3 yu 1 85 8 con- 
demns this Propofition, Faith 7s 1 Grace, 
and the Source 74 others ; which appears ſo 
agreeable to theſe Words of the Council of 
Trent, Fab 3s the beginning of the Salvation of 
Men, the Foundation and the Root of all Fuſtifi- 
cation : To what St. Auguſtm teaches in many 
Places, Which 3s the Grace thut we recerve firſt? 
Tr is Faith: And to what we read in an Epiſtle of 
Pope Bonface the Second, Tis a certain and (u- 
tholick Verity, that the Divine Mercy, even when 
tue are Rot willing, Prey ws in all the good Things 
whereof Faith is the Source. Does not the Cen- 
ſure of the condemn'd Propofition equally fall 
n theſe ſo authentick Deciſions ? And will not 
People conclude from this Condemnation , that 
rticular Men, and even whole Nations, might, 
without Faith, and the Knowledge of a Mediator, 
fulfil the whole Law of Nature, and receive 
Graces that might have led them to true Righte- 
ouſneſs and to Salvation; which are the very No- 
tions that the Light of Faith and Piety inſpire 
to all Chriſtians. Whoever would approach to 
God, muſt not come to him with brutal Paſſions, 
nor condutt bimſelf by a natural Inſtin#, nor by 
Fear like Beaſts; but by Faith, and by Love like 
Children. Ss. |

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But the paternal Heart of a Biſhop cannot, with- 
out being ſenſibly rouch'd by it, be Witneſs of 
the Griet which the Cenſure of the Propofitions, 


that concern the Reading of the Holy Scriptures, 


and the Celebration of the Divine Office, cauſes 
to the true Children of the Church ; of the Re- 
volt which this fame Condemnation inſpires to 
the new Converts; and the almoſt invincible Ob- 


Racle it puts to the Converſion of Hereticks. 


Ordinary Believers have thought, that the Pope, 


by cenſuring theſe Propoſitions, would interdict 


them the Reading of the Sacred Books, which 
have been written for the Inſtruction and Conſo- 
lation of Chriſtians ; and to take away from them 
at the ſame Time, the Comfort of uniting their 
Voices to that of the Church, in the Singing of 
the Praiſes of God: And his Holineſs: is not ig- 
norant of the Scandal, which is caus'd in particu- 
lar by the Cenſure of the Eighty Second Propo- 
ſition. Sunday exght to be Sanctiſyd by Reading 
God!y Books, and particularly thoſe of the Holy

The Partizans of looſe Morality, do alſo draw 
great Advantages from the Cenſure of the Eighty 
Seventh and Eighty Eighth Propoſitions; and the 
molt [zealous Paſtors complain, that this Con- 


demnation inſpires Sinners with 2 Spirit of 


Rebellion and Unteachableneſs againſt the Holy 
Laws of Penitence. 


Ihe Eighty Seventh Propoſition. It is 'a Con- 
dudt full of Wiſdom, Knowledge, and Charity, t9 
give to Souls the Time of bearing with Humility, 
and of feeling their Sinful State; to pray for tbe 
Spirit of Repentance and Contrition, and to begin

The Conſegueneet which Sinners, and thoſe wh 
favour them by A falſe and pernicious Indulgence, 
draw from this Cenſure, are by ſo much the 
more dangerous, as theſe Two Propolitions ſeem 
to expreſs the Spirit of the Holy Canons about Pe- 
nitence; and conſequently the Rules which ought 
to be follow'd in the Adminiſtration of the- Sa- 
ctaments, and which have been confirm'd by 
the Authority of .Popes, and of the Clergy of 
France; according to which, Abſolution is to be 
deny'd to thoſe; Sinners, Who bave not as yet 
the Spirit of Repentance and Contrition, who 
bear not with Humility, and who teel not the Con- 
dition of Sin. 

In fine, The Reſtrictions which the Mag iſtrates 
have added to the Ninetieth, and the i Firſt 
Pfopofirions, which concern Excommunication ; 
and the Precautions which the Biſhops have taken 
about this Matter, ſufficiently indicate, that the 
Church and the State are equally intereſted to 
prevent the Abuſes which may be apprehended 
from this Cenſure. | 


The Ninetieth Propoſition. Iis the Church 
that has the Power of Hxcommunicating by the 
ſt Paſtors, with the Conſent, or at leaſt the 
Pp 10 um dConſent of the whole Body. The — 
0 
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of Epiſcopacy believe themſelves authorized 
the Condemnation of this Propoſition, to oppo 
the Doctrine of the Holy Fathers, who teach that 
it is the Church which has received the Power 
of the Keys z, that. it is not only one Man, that I 
may uſe the Words of St. Augiſtin but the Unity 
of the Charch, that has recerved the Keys ; That 
this Power of Excommunication has been given to 
the Church ; that this Power makes a Part of the 
Power of the Keys, which jeſus Chriſt himſelf 
gon immediately to the Apoſtles, and in their 

erſons to the Biſhops, who are their Suc- 


We cannot, withour Prevarication, tolerate the 
Falſe. and Pernicious Maxims, which may be 
gm upon the Cenſure of the Ninety-Firft 
ropoſition. The fear of an unjuſt Excommuni- 
cation ought never to hinder us from doing aun 
Duty. A Man never departs from the Church, 
even then when be ſeems to be bamiſh'd out of it by 
the Wickedneſs of Men, while he continues devored 
to God, to Feſus Chriſt, and to the Church, by 


The beſt Divines have frequently repreſented, 
that the Firſt Part of this Propofition, The fear of 
an unjuſt Excommunication ought never to hinder 
us from doing our Duty, does not expreſs in its 

oper and natural Senfe, any other Thing but 


this Truth, That we ought rather to obey God 


than Men , which-we have learnt from St. Peter, 
the Prince of the Apoſtles ; which is founded up- 
on all the Lights of Faith and Reaſon; upon 


which the Popes have often form'd their Judg- 


ments and Decifions ; and particularly St. Gre-

gory, who ſays, That Obedience never: ought to 
engage us to do any Euil: And Innocent III. who 
ſays, That a Woman who is ſure of the Invalidity 
of ber Marriage, ought not to Co-habit with ber 
Husband, altho ſhe ſhould be enjoin d it under 
pain of Excommunication. Does not what we 
owe to Religion and the State equally engage us 
to teach the People committed to our Care, that 
every Excommunication which turns them aſide 
from the Fidelity which they owe to God, to 
their Prince, and to their Country, is from that 
Moment an unjuſt Excommunication? And that 
the Fear of ſuch an Excommunication ſhould never 
hinder them from fulfilling all the Duties preſcrib'd 
by the Laws Natural and Divine, which are im- 
mutable ? N an der 


The Second Part of the Ninety- Firſt Propofi- 
tion does not ſeem, in its Proper and Natural 
Senſe, to offer any Thing elſe to the Mind, but 
this Maxim taught by St. Auguſtin, That the Spiri- 
tual Men never go out of the Church. tho they 
ſeem to be driven from it by the Malice of Men: 
That in this Condition they are more Innocent, than 
if they had remain d in the External Communion of 
the Church; provided they do not oppoſe themſelves 
to the Church; that they 2 continue firm and 
ftedfaſt * the ſolid Rock of Unity, and rooted 
by the fi wh Bond of Charity. This Truth has 
the leſs to fear, becauſe it may be confirm'd by 
the unanimous Conſent of the Holy Doctors. 

The Love of Juſtice and Peace engages us fur- 
ther to lend Attention to the Complaints which 
come from all Parts, touching the Unfairneſs 
whereby thoſe Propoſitions, whoſe Condemnation 
was demanded, were extracted out of the — of 
i» li- 
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Reſlectione; many of them being viſibly curtail'd, 
others inaccurately tranſlated into Latin, a great 
Number wreſted into a foreign Senſe, whereof 
they are by no means capable in that Book it ſelf, 
and which have been diſown'd: by the Author, in 
Writings and: Proteſtations that are in all Mens 
reep ech bas nig l e go 

The Sovereign Pontiff has therefore been mani- 
feſtly ſurpriz d by falſe Repreſentations; as the 
greateſt Popes have often complain d, that they 
were ſeduc d by the Artifice of thoſe who had re- 
courſe to their Authority. Bùt this Surprize is by 
ſo much the more dangerous, as it gives a Handle 
to turbulent and unquiet Men to ſtart and bandy 
Queſtions, which are as uſeleſs as they are dange- 
rous, upon the proper and natural Senſe of the 
Hundred and One Propoſitions, confider'd in them- 


. elves, and in the Book of Reflections. 


Having therefore, for more than the Space of 
Three Years, done all that was in our Power to 
make known to our Holy Father the Pope, the 
Conſequences which were drawn from the Conſti- 
tution Unizgenitus, in order to favour ſeveral Er- 


' Tors, diſterent Abuſes, and a dangerous Remiſs- 


neſs in Morals, as well as to diſturb the Peace of 


the Church: And having not been able hitherto 


to obtain from his Holineſs any Remedy to ſo great 
Evils, we find our ſelves under a Neceſſity, of 
having recourſe to Canonical Methods, authoriz d 
by the Church, and often employ d by our An- 
ceſtors, to oppoſe our ſelves to the Progreſs of the 

Diſorder, occaſion d by the Licenſe of evil Inter- 
pretations, which increaſe more and more every

Wherefore, after having previouſly made ex- 
preſs Proteſtations, That we never deſign to ſay, 

no, nor to think any thing, contrary to the Holy, 

Catholick, Apoſtolick, and Roman Church, nor to 

the Authority of the Holy Apoſtolical See, to 

which we ſhall continue fix'd, by an inviolable 
Communion, to our laft Breath; as alſo never to 
depart from the lawful Obedience that is due to 
our Holy Father the Pope, by reaſon of the Pri- 
macy which belongs to him in the whole Church 
by Divine Inſtitution ; and to employ all the Au- 
thority we have receiv'd from God, to keep in the 
ſame Sentiments thoſe whom the Divine Provi- 
dence has entruſted to our Care; with the ſole 
View of preſerving, without Alteration, the Do- 
Etrines of the Faith, the Rules of Diſcipline and 
Morals, the Sacred Rights of Epiſcopacy, and the 
Liberties of the Gallican Church; as well as to 
prevent the Schiſm wherewith the Church is 
threatned, conformably to the Decretals of the 
Councils of Conftance and Baſil; as well for
